{roubles will leave us stronger later 
on. It is better to fight through them 
now, even at some sacrifice, than to 
put them off and have to deal with 
bigger ones in the future. Germany 
is adopting a seemingly easier course. 
She is producing a temporary and il- 
lusory activity by depreciating her 
curreyicy and trying to live upon paper 
money. Every imperial expert {is 
convinced that ehe is merely postpon- 
ing tho evil day, and that a gigantic 
crash {s inevitable. The mirage of 
inflation never lasts long. Suddenly 
it vanishes and reveals the desert. 
“Keep your heads,” says General 
Smuts to bankers and traders and the 
people generally. [t {s the only 
sound and sane thing to do. We aan- 
not change world conditions and make 
all the nations prosperous in a mo- 
ment. But we can at least refrain 
from making our own position worse 
by needless interruptions of activity 
and panicky measures.—-The Johan- 
nesburg Times.

It was not until 1915 that even 
Manitoba, although the oldest of the 
Pralrio Provinces, commenced to pro- 
duce creugh butter to do any export- 
ing. In 1419, however, that province 
sent out 158 carloads, and during the 
first few months of 1920, 17 carloads 
of creamery butter were shipped to 
Chicago, one to New York, one to 
Philadelphia, and two to Nova Scotia, 
besides a number of carloads to East- 
Pacific Coast, 
Saskatchewan is following closely in 
the footsteps of her sister province, 
and during the first nine months of 
1920, shipped 81 carloads of produce, 
43 of which went to Bastern Canada 
and seven to points in the United 
States. From a production of just 
over two million pounds in 1910, Al 
berta now ‘has an annual output of 
more than twelve million pounds of 
creamery butter, which is increasing 
steadily every year. <A large propor- 
tion of this naturally finds its way te 
the export market. 

In 1910, Alberta produced 2,315,000 
pounds of butter, Saskatchewan, 1,- 
548,696 pounds, and Manitoba, 2,050,- 
487 pounds—a total of just over six 
million pounds, In 1920, ten years 
later, the production of these three 
provinces had increased between 
eight and nine hundred per cent. to 
52,875,000 pounds, The total value 
of dairy products was more than 
$74,000,000, 

In spite of such progress, however, 
the dairy industry is only in its in- 
fancy in the Prairie Provinces, and 
there is much to be accomplished be 
fore these provinces can hope to 
reach their height of production, What 
has been done is but an indication of 


what may still be accomplished, West- | 


ern Canada’s most pressing need is 
more farmers and more stock. ‘To 
these she offers a great opportunity 
For the dairyman she has cheap land, 
- rowing heavy crops of grasses and

Marvels OF Science 


Light Has Been Stored and the Earth 
Weighed 

One of the latest marvels of science 
is the discovery of a method for stor- 
ing daylight. 

The scientists’ apparatus, Lord Clif: 
ford, of Chudleigh, tells a London pa- 
per, “collects the ultra-violet rays dur 
ing the hours of light and diffuses 
them in an otherwise dark room at 
night. The effect is almost that of 
bright daylight; except that no centre 
of light can be traced.” a“ 

Thus the time may not be far dis- 
teat when, for those who wish it, 
night may be abolished and Hfe be- 
come one unbroken day. 

No less marvellous is it that ft 
should be possible to weigh the earth 
we live on; and yet this has been 
done by the simple medium of a bal- 
ance, from each end of which was 
suspended a fifty-pound weight, with 
a block of metal weighing 350 pounds 
placed beneath one of them. 

By this means Professor Poynting, 
the famous scientist, discovered that 
the density of the earth is -approxt- 
mately five and a half times that of 
water—from which discovery it was 
comparatively easy to calculate that 
the weight of our planet is roughly} 
6,000,000,000,000,000,000 (six trillion) 
tons. When we consider that a mil- 
lion ts to a trillion as one second is to 
30,000 years, we get a staggering Idea 
of the earth’s weight. 

As well as this, science has discov- 
ered the secrets of stars so remote 
that, compared with them, the sun, 
though it is some 93,000,000 miles 
from us, is a “next-door nefghbor.” 
Although the star Arcturus has a vol- 
ume equal to a million suns, and is 
ten thousand times brighter than our 
own great luminary, it fs so remote 
trom us that a ray of light which 
leaves it today and travels at a speed 
of 186,000 miles a second, will not 
reach us until the spring of 1947.

There has al- 
ways been a certain amount of doubt, 
even among the most ardent believ- 
ers in the literal truth of all Biblical 
statements, as tO the great ages at- 
tributed to the patriarchsa—Methus- 
elah’s 969 reputed years, for instance. 
The problem of making these long 
periods acceptable to the reasoning 
mind isnot, however, so difficult 
after all, even without attempting to 
dispute the accuracy of the Bible 
figures. It resolves itself into the 
simple question of how long was a 
“year.” 

In earliest times the moon was 
used for reckoning time, and there is 
a well-supported theory that the 
period of a single lunation was the 
greatest measure of time used; in 
other words, that a “year” was sim- 
ply the period of a moon-cycle, or 
29% days. Thus Adam’s 980 “years” 
of life works out as 75% years, as 
we now measure time, which wiil 
strike most persons as a much more 
reasonable figure. 

Figured on the same basis, Me- 
thuselah was actually 78% years of 
age at the time of his death, a very 
advanced age for Eastern lands. 
David placed the reasonable maxt- 
mum of life at 70 years, and {t is 
incredible -that such changes could 
have taken place between the times 
of the earlier patriarchs and David's 
generation as to reduce the life of 
man by eleven-twelfths. It is to be 
noted also that in the earlier writ- 
ings no reference is made to divi- 
sions of a “year” which would cor- 
respond to months. 

The next stage in the marking of 
time fs supposed to have been through 
the discovery of the equinoxes in 
spring and autumn, when day and 
night were exactly the same length. 
This would give a year consisting of 
five monthe of 30 days each. On the 
basis of a year of 150 days, Abra- 
ham’s 175 years work out at 72 and 
Isaac's 180 years at 74, 

The twelve months’ year began 
with the Egyptians, who say that a 
complete period was made up of two 
of the previous “years,” in one of 
which the days were longer than the 
nights, and in the other the nights 
longér than the days. 

A New Triple Alliance

At the 
beginning of the war two or more lay- 
ers of gold-beaters’ skins had to be 
used on each balloonette. Messrs. 
Vickers method now adopted by the 
British air ministry, necessitated only 
a single layer of fabric, coated with 
rubber solution, and one layer of gold- 
beater skin, coated with a peculiar 
linseed of] varnish. Under the old 
method the cost was approximately 
£10,670; under the new method £5.- 
$12, a saving of £4,858 on each air- 
ship. Messrs, Vickers claimed on 13 
airships, a representative saving of 
about £80,000.

Symbol! of the Maple Leaf Is Well 
Justified 

Sven modern badges are not always 
to be explained by the light of reason. 
It {s not @ sufficient cause for Ameri- 
ca’s eagle that George Washington’s 
crest was a raven. But these em- 
blems are not only woven in history, 
they are part of national conscious- 
ness; they serve the worthiest emo- 
tions of men. Though some torgot- 
ten man’s fancy may first have chosen 
them, they have been, like the maple 
leaf with which they are united on 
Canada’s shield, glorified by service 
and sacrifice. And even the rational- 
ist-may admit that the maple leaf is 
a symbol well justified, significant ag 
the Southern Cross on the ensigns of 
Australia and New Zealand. The 
eagle, they tel! us, was borne by the 
rulers of the vanished Empires of 
the Hast long before the Roman leg- 
fonary held it above his ranks. Of 
all the great States which till yester- 
day blaozned an eagle on their ban- 
ners, only America stands unscathed. 
The Valots Kings who first wore the 
fleur do lis have left no heirs, and 
thelr kingdom marches under another 
flag. The British nation holds by its 
old allegiance in the Empire which it 
has built, and the old. arms of Eng- 
land and Scotland and France are now 
consecrated to one of the young na- 
tions. In whatever organization the 
world may be ordered in centuries to 
come, we cannot doubt that the flag 
of Canada will be among the foremost 
in honor,-London Daily Telegraph.

Ing to Engineers 

Mr, George Rennie, a Glasgow en- 
gineer, has invented an “aerial rall- 
way,” which {s intended to be a com- 
promise in methods of locomotion be- 
tween the modern train and the con- 
ventional aircraft. 

The invention, in its application to 
railway systems, has attracted the at- 
tention of engineers associated with 
leading railway companies, who are 
interested in its adaptability to the 
needs of congested areas, and for 
branch development from the present 
main lnes. 

It {s claimed for the invention that 
a speed of anything from 100 to 200 
miles per hour can be attained, and 
that at a moderate hich speed the car 
would be actually flying. 

A steel rail is carried in cantilevers 
supported on upright standards, 
ond carrying a saloon car. There is 
a second rail in parallel position, but 
underneath the car. 

The method of propulsion proposed 
is by a pair of aeroplane propellers, 
one in front and one in the rear, driv- 
en by internal combustion engines or 
electric motors. 

In operation the car would swing 
from the overhead rail, and would be 
prevented by the lower rail from 
awaying under wind pressure or from 
any other cause.

California Has A 
Large Honey Crop 


Fifty Trains Needed to Carry Produc 
tion of 1921 

The bees of California make one- 
seventh of all the honey produced in 
the United States, according to a 
statement in a bulletin issued by the 
San Francisco chamber of commerce. 
It is estimated that the 1921 crop will 
require fifty trains of fifty cars each 
for its transportation. Yet that im- 
menseé quantity is sald by bee experts 
to be only one-fifth of the quantity of 
nectar gathered. The “raw honey” 
taken from the blossom 1s evaporated 
by the bee until it holds only 17 per 
cent. of moisture, eclentific observers 
say. While no exact figures can be 
given, says the bulletin, it is believed 
there are not less than seven hundred 
thousand colonies, or hives, of bees 
in California,

The 
Alberta University secured the steer 
champlonship on a Loddie, while Miss 
Murie! Prichard secured the heifer 
championship and the championship 
of the show évith her heifer. At 
Guelph, Ontarlo, during the first week 
in December the championship was 
won by Meadowdale Tolls, a senior 
calf bred, fed and exhibited by 
Howard Fraleigh, of Forest, Ontario. 
The same week in Toronto at the Fat 
Stock Show the Angus Junior yearling 
steer shown by Geo. Henderson & Son 
of Guelph, was reserve champion, be- 
ing beaten only by Hopoer’s Hereford 
calf. This is the first time that a 
Hereford has won in Toronto. In 
1915 an Angus was champion. This 


performance was repeated in 1916 - 


and 1917, while a Shorthorn won in 
1918. The Doddie secured the cham- 
pionship in both 1919 and 1920 and 
the Hereford secured it this year. 
Thus out of the seven last shows at 
Toronto the Doddle has secured pre- 
mier honors at five. 


German Makes Record 
In Motorless Plane 


Kept Glider in the Alr for Twenty-One 
Minutes 

News has reached the London Air 
Station, Croydon, yla Amsterdam, of 
the world’s record flight -in a motor- 
lesa aeroplane, 

Launching himself from a hill In 
Germany, 1,000 feet high, Herr Klem- 
perer, flying an Aachen glider, kept 
his motoriess machine in the air 
for no less than 21 minutes, During 
this time, by skilful manoeuvring in 
an upward current, he actually rose 
above his starting point, and the 
ground where he alighted at the end 
of the 21 minutes’ flight was only 80 
feet lower than that from which the 
flight began. 

The previous “world’s record” for 
& motoriess flight was 15 minutes. 

It {is understood that this and 
other German gliders will shortly be 
seen in Britain, and the success of 
these machines has induced British 
aviators to take an active interest in 
the problem of gliding. 

The ultimate object is to produce 
an aeroplane with an engine of, say, 
two and a half horsepower that 
would make flying as popular as 
motor cycling. 


Drank No Toasts Out of Deference to 
the Law of the Country
